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CHRONOLOGICAL TABLE 


Part J—Earty History (1623-1862) 

First known European contact with coast by the Dutch ship Arnhem. 

Abel Tasman surveyed the coast of the Gulf of Carpentaria. 

Matthew Flinders charted part of the coastline. 

Captain J. J. G. Bremer landed at Port Essington and took possession of the northern coast 
of Australia between 129° and 135° E. longitude. A settlement was established at Fort 
Dundas. 

Northern Territory incorporated in New South Wales. 

Raffles Bay settlement established. 

Fort Dundas and Raffles Bay settlements abandoned. 

Port Essington settlement established. 

Commander J. C. Wickham and Lieutenant J. L. Stokes continued the charting of the 
coastline. Port Darwin and the Adelaide and Victoria Rivers were discovered and surveyed. 

The explorer Ludwig Leichhardt reached Port Essington on 17 December 1845, after the 
first overland journey from Moreton Bay (Brisbane). 

Port Essington abandoned. 

A. C. Gregory explored the Victoria River, and from there, in the following year, crossed 
the continent to Port Curtis in Queensland. 


John McDouall Stuart, in an attempt to cross the continent from South to North, reached 
centre of continent and named Central Mount Sturt—subsequently changed to Central 
Mount Stuart. 

Stuart reached Chambers Bay, on the north coast, after a journey from South Australia of 
nearly nine months. 


PART II—UNDER CONTROL OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA (1863-1910) 
South Australia secured annexation of Northern Territory by Letters Patent. 


Sales of north coast land took place simultaneously in Adelaide and London, the land to be 
surveyed within five years of purchase. To carry out the survey, Boyle Travers Finniss, 
the first Government Resident, arrived at Adam Bay at the estuary of the Adelaide River 
in the Henry Ellis. Reports of dissatisfaction reached Adelaide and Finniss was recalled. 

J. T. Manton, who had succeeded Finniss, ordered to abandon the settlement and return to 
Adelaide. 

Palmerston (now Darwin) selected as site for the chief town. G. W. Goyder made Govern- 
ment Resident. 

Commencement of transcontinental telegraph from Adelaide to Darwin to connect with the 
cable from Singapore. Inspector Paul Foelsche arrived at Palmerston with five mounted 
constables to establish a police force. Doctor J. Stokes Millner appointed Acting Govern- 
ment Resident. Captain Bloomfield Douglas subsequently appointed Government Resident. 

Redwater disease introduced by the importation of Brahman cattle from Batavia. The gorge 
later to be known as Heavitree Gap discovered in the MacDonnell Ranges. A nearby 
grassed plateau containing a pool of water was named Alice Springs. First overseas tele- 
graphic communication made from Australia in message transmitted to London from Dar- 
win by cable. 

Transcontinental telegraph line completed and linked with overseas cable. Payable gold 
struck in the Pine Creek area. 

Doctor J. Stokes Millner appointed Acting Government Resident. G. B. Scott subse- 
quently appointed Resident. First newspaper Northern Territory Times published. 

Recruitment of two hundred Chinese in Singapore to relieve labour shortage marked the 
beginning of extensive Chinese immigration.

Formation of a Japanese settlement proposed by South Australian Government but plan 
abandoned before agreement was reached. E. W. Price appointed Government Resident. 


First school in Northern Territory opened at Palmerston (now Darwin) with an enrolment of 
34 pupils. 

Work commenced on the southern end of a proposed transcontinental railway line to follow 
the route of the overland telegraph. 

Large cattle properties established on the Barkly Tableland. Export trade in live cattle 
established with Eastern countries. 

Rich strike of copper at Daly River. 

G. R. McMinn appointed Acting Government Resident. 

Pearl-shell discovered in quantity in waters of Port Darwin. J. L. Parsons appointed Govern- 
ment Resident. 

Work commenced on the Palmerston-Pine Creek railway. Completed in 1889. 


Town site of Stuart (now Alice Springs) gazetted. 

South Australian Government conferred parliamentary franchise on the Northern Territory 
by including the Territory in the South Australian electorate of Grey. J. G. Knight 
appointed Government Resident. 

C. J. Dashwood appointed Government Resident. First of the Aboriginal Reserves created. 

Entire Northern Territory cattle population quarantined because of redwater disease. 
Palmerston severely damaged by cyclone. 

Establishment of Commonwealth of Australia. Northern Territory, as part of the electorate 
of Grey, had representation in the Commonwealth Parliament. 

C. E. Herbert appointed Government Resident. 

First publication of the Northern Territory classic We of the Never-Never by Mrs Aeneas 
Gunn. 

S. J. Mitchell appointed Government Resident and later acted as Administrator. 


PART ILI—UNDER CONTROL OF THE COMMONWEALTH (FROM 1911) 


The Northern Territory Acceptance Act (No. 20 of 1910) provided for the formal transfer of 
the Northern Territory to the Commonwealth of Australia on 1 January 1911. Under 
the Northern Territory Administration Act the system of administration was changed and 
an Administrator with a staff of nine senior officials was appointed. All parliamentary 
franchises revoked. Experimental farms established at Batchelor and Daly River. 


J. A. Gilruth appointed Administrator. Founding of the Australian Inland Mission. 
Opening of a school at Alice Springs—attendance 25 pupils. 

Darwin Town Council created. 

Extension of railway from Pine Creek to Katherine. 

Serious labour unrest culminated in a mass demonstration against the Administrator. 


Arrival at Darwin of Captain (Sir) Ross Smith and Lieutenant (Sir) Keith Smith from 
England by air. Arrival at Darwin from Melbourne of first plane to cross the continent 
from south to north. H. E. Carey appointed Director. M. S. C. Smith subsequently 
appointed Acting Administrator. 


Col E. T. Leane appointed Acting Administrator. F. C. Urquhart subsequently appointed 
Administrator. 


Northern Territory granted representation in the House of Representatives (the Member to be 
allowed to take part in debates but to vote only on a motion for the disallowance of any 
ordinance of the Northern Territory).

E. C. Playford appointed Acting Administrator. North Australia Act divided the Territory 
at the 20th parallel of latitude into two sections to be administered in the north by a 
Government Resident at Darwin and in the south by a Government Resident at Alice 
Springs. 

Lieutenant-Colonel R. H. Weddell, Government Resident, North Australia; C. A. Cawood, 
Government Resident, Central Australia. 


Inauguration of the Flying Doctor Service by Australian Inland Mission of the Presbyterian 
Church of Australia. First base established at Cloncurry, Queensland. 


The railway from Darwin to Katherine extended to Birdum and the Oodnadatta—Alice 
Springs railway completed. V. G. Carrington appointed as Government Resident, Central 
Australia. 


Resignation of Town Council as a body in protest against the Commonwealth proposal 
to introduce adult suffrage for Municipal elections. Proposal not implemented. Amy 
Johnson landed at Darwin completing the first flight from England to Australia by a 
woman pilot. 

North Australia Act repealed and whole Territory re-united under a single Administrator. 
Lieutenant-Colonel R. H. Weddell appointed Administrator. 


Town Council provided first continuous electricity supply in Darwin. 


Darwin airport used for first regular air service between England and Australia. Northern 
Territory Aerial Medical Service established. 


Payne-Fletcher Report on Territory development submitted. Electricity first distributed in 
Alice Springs. Darwin Town Council abolished at its own request, and its work and 
functions taken over by the Northern Territory Administration. C. L. A. Abbott appointed 
Administrator. 


Darwin Town Management Board formed. 

Commencement of Stuart and Barkly Highways—completed in 1943. Water first reticulated 
in Darwin. 

Evacuation of women and children from Darwin following Japanese attack on Pearl Harbour. 


Darwin bombed several times by Japanese (first attack 19 February). Military Adminis- 
tration of Darwin. Water first reticulated in Alice Springs. 


Resumption of Civil Administration of Darwin. 
Commonwealth acquired an area embracing Darwin and environs under the Darwin Lands 


Acquisition Act in order to facilitate re-planning. L. H. A. Giles appointed Acting Adminis- 
trator. A. R. Driver subsequently appointed Administrator. 


First election of the Northern Territory Legislative Council with power to make ordinances 
for the peace, order and good government of the Territory. The Council to consist of the 
Administrator, 7 official members and 6 elected members. A new Darwin Town 
Management Board established to advise the Administrator on matters relating to the 
control, management, government and welfare of the town. 

Uranium discovered at Rum Jungle. 

Alice Springs School of the Air opened. Settlement of Darwin Town Plan leading to issue of 
firm leases to business people, etc. Death of John Flynn (Flynn of the Inland). F. J. S. 
Wise appointed Administrator. 

Aerial survey of the entire Territory commenced by Bureau of Mineral Resources. 

Bill introduced into the Northern Territory Legislative Council to give citizenship rights to 
certain Aboriginals. Working and management of Rum Jungle handed over by 
Commonwealth to private company. 

Mrs Vladimir Petrov of the Soviet Embassy granted political asylum after incident at 
Darwin Airport. Rum Jungle uranium treatment plant officially opened by the Prime 
Minister.

Commonwealth agreement to limited Japanese pearl fleet operations in Northern Australian 
waters. Opening of Legislative Council building. Local Government Ordinance passed by 
Legislative Council. 

Visit of His Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh. J. C. Archer appointed Administrator. 

Municipality of Darwin created. Mayor and 12 Councillors elected by people of Darwin. 


Elected members of the Legislative Council resigned in a body as a protest against government 
control of the Council. In the subsequent election, all members were returned. 


Member for Northern Territory in Federal Parliament given limited voting rights on matters 
relating solely to the Territory. Darwin proclaimed a city. Death of noted Aboriginal artist 
Albert Namatijira. Legislation passed to alter the composition of the Legislative Council 
to the Administrator as President, 6 nominated official members, 3 non-official nominated 
members and 8 elected members. 


Forster Committee Report on Agriculture in the Northern Territory presented. 
The Hon. R. B. Nott appointed Administrator. 


Legislative Council prepared a list of grievances, in the form of a Remonstrance, addressed to 
the two Houses of the Federal Parliament. The President and Speaker acknowledged receipt 
of the Remonstrance and made copies available to members, but no action was taken on a 
Petition presented by the Federal Member for the Northern Territory that the Parliament 
debate the grievances. 


Amendments to the Northern Territory Electoral Regulations extended the franchise to all 
adult Aboriginal natives of Australia in the Northern Territory. 


Visit of Her Majesty the Queen and His Royal Highness The Duke of Edinburgh. Water 
first reticulated in Tennant Creek. Export abattoirs opened at Darwin and Katherine. 
Darwin High School opened. 


R. L. Dean appointed Administrator. Delegation from Legislative Council to members of 
Federal Cabinet seeking political advancement for Northern Territory. Social welfare 
legislation removing discriminatory provisions against Aborigines passed by Legislative 
Council and brought into operation. Reticulated electricity supplies commenced to 
Elliott and Pine Creek. Leaving honours classes commenced at Darwin High School. 


Legislation passed to provide for elected or non-official nominated member to replace 
Administrator as President of the Legislative Council. Open-cut mining of manganese 
commenced at Groote Eylandt. Main mining lease for development of bauxite deposits at 
Gove allocated. Mr Harry Chan became first elected President of the Legislative Council. 


Shipment of manganese ore from Groote Eylandt to Bell Bay, Tasmania, commenced. 
Good rains ended the eight year central Australian drought. Mt Bundey iron ore project 
announced and mining of iron ore commenced at Frances Creek. First major aerial 
agriculture trials were outstandingly successful. 


The year opened with the most widespread rains in eighty years of record. They resulted in 
the best pastoral conditions in memory and these in turn led to major bushfires late in the 
year. The first bulk iron ore shipments were made from Frances Creek through Darwin to 
Japan. Primary industries saw the start of large scale sorghum production at Tipperary, 
growth of interest in prawning, and steps towards a major wood-chip industry. 


Member for Northern Territory in Federal Parliament given full voting rights. Legislation 
passed to alter the composition of the Legislative Council to 11 elected and 6 nominated 
official members. 


Darwin celebrated its centenary. The first shipment of bulk sorghum was made to Japan. 
Seven Northern Territory based companies were engaged in large-scale prawn fishing and 
processing.

EXPLANATORY NOTES: WorK ForRCE, CENSUS, 30 JUNE 1966. 
At the 1961 and previous Censuses the work force was determined as: 


‘Those who are engaged in an industry, business, profession, trade or service at the time of 
the Census (including those on long service leave, etc.) ...’; and 


. those out of a job at time of the Census but who are usually engaged in an industry, 
business, profession, trade or service...’ 


At the 1966 Census an additional set of four questions was asked in order to obtain information on 
the basis of which the work force could be determined more precisely. The questions were as follows. 


‘Did the person have a job or business of any kind last week (even though he may have been 
temporarily absent from it)? ANSWER “‘YES” or “‘NO”’.’ 


‘Did the person do any work at all last week for payment or profit? ANSWER “YES” or ‘“‘NO”’. 
Persons working without pay as a helper in a ‘family business’ or farm and members of the 
clergy and of religious orders (other than purely contemplative orders) should answer ‘yEs’ to 
this question. Persons doing only unpaid housework should answer “No”.’ 


‘Was the person temporarily laid off by his employer without pay for the whole of last week ? 
ANSWER “‘YES”’ OR ‘‘NO’’.’ 


‘Did the person look for work last week? ANSWER “YES” OR “‘NO”. (NOTE. “Looking for 
work” means (i) being registered with Commonwealth Employment Service, or (ii) approaching 
prospective employers, or (iii) placing or answering advertisements, or (iv) writing letters of 
application, or (v) awaiting the result of recent applications)’ 


The work force includes all persons for whom the answer ‘yes’ was given to any one of these four 
questions. Except that persons helping but not receiving wages or a salary who usually worked less than 
fifteen hours a week were excluded from the work force. 
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This approach conforms closely to the recommendations of the Eighth International Conference of 
Labour Statisticians held in Geneva in 1954 and the information so obtained has been used in deter- 
mining the work force for the purposes of the 1966 Census. 


The effect of the new definition is to include additional persons in the work force. This applies 
particularly to those working part-time (sometimes for only a few hours a week) some of whom, in 
1961, may not have considered themselves as ‘ . engaged in an industry, business, profession, 
trade or service.’

The lack of a structural definition of a dwelling is not considered a significant disadvantage in Australia as the 
majority of households do in fact each occupy one distinct dwelling structure (i.e. a house or a self-contained flat).

An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the 
Sales Tax Acts. With certain specified exemptions, all goods sold by wholesale in Australia, including 
imports, are taxable. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, as vendors trading only in exempt 
goods are not required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all 
trade. The effects of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and 
exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain, but total recorded sales are affected in smaller 
degrees, Insufficient information is available to enable adjustments to be made to the crude figures on 
this account.
